Habits, 
institutions, activities, objectives that served him well in the past but 
which have had their term must be left behind and replaced by others of 
corresponding nature more suitable to the stage of development upon 
which he must now enter. l

As in Lemuria and Atlantis 


Humanity has arrived at a point in its evolutionary progression 
which has an epochal significance comparable to that which occurred 
in far-off Lemuria when our animal body took on the germ of mind, or 
manas, and when ‘individualized spirit became indwelling within it. 
With that event, man took on the nature and constitution in which he 
has functioned ever since.

Since His coming to the earth, the Christ has identified Himself 
with our planet and all its progeny. He has entered into the life stream 
that makes up the human race. Inwardly He has been charging it with 
His redemptive potencies and bringing forth ever more of those qualities 
that relate to the Love-Wisdom aspect of God of which He is the su- 
preme manifestation. | 

Love is the great cohesive power in nature. It is spiritually what 
the law of gravitation is in the physical world. It is the force that keeps 
the planets in their proper orbits and men in their rightful places. It is 
the power that makes for right and harmonious relations. It is the divine 
directive that establishes all altruistic enterprises, that inspire men to 
work together toward mutual gains. It is the spiritual condition that 
brings forth co-operation, brotherliness and union. On a planetary scale 
the United Nations is an international instrument forged out of these 
impulses which were released by the Christ and which He continues to 
pour into the life of mankind by His continuous though unseen ministry. 

The Promise of Redemption l 

We have cited the golden promise of the angels when the Christ 


came to earth and took upon Himself the likeness of man and dwelt 
among us. Linked to that promise is another equally golden in hope 
and comfort to the harried human heart of this day, and that is the dec- 
laration that when conditions would become universally catastrophic the 
world over and when humanity would again go unheedingly on its way- 
ward course even as in the days of Noah, then—and let this most precious 
of all promises ever enfold the heart of every fearful, bewildered, believ- 
ing soul today,—then says the Christ, “look up’—not down—“for your 
redemption”—not your annihilation—“draweth nigh”. | 
Those words may be trusted. The Christ power underlies them. 
The Christ knew the seriousness of the crisis we now face; it was well in | 
the making when He first appeared on earth. It was because of its im- 
pending seriousness that He came. “For God so loved the world that 
He sent His only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth on Him shall 
not perish, but have everlasting Life”. That is, all those who would re- 
spond to the divine love impulse which the Christ released in the col- 
lective life of man, whether they belonged to this religion or that, or 
none at all, would automatically find themselves sheltered in that spiritual 
ark of protection that would carry them safely through the present disas- 
ters. Reference here is not primarily to physical immunity but to the 
preservation of the soul against the mighty sunction of evil forces now 
loosed upon the world that would draw it to its ultimate destruction. 
The fate of the soul is of aeonic significance, but the passage and the re- 
building of the physical form is a mere incident in the long course of 
man’s spiritual evolution. : 
| Christ's Present Nearness | 
The Christ came not only two thousand years ago to assist man 
against this day of trial to the end that He might negotiate its perilous 
passage successfully, but He gave us that other golden promise that He 
would remain with us alway. More than that, He promised to reappear 
in that climactic hour when, as He described it, there would be “distress 
of nations”, “roaring of the sea and the billows”, “men fainting for fear 
_ for the expectation of the things coming upon the world”, and when the 
“powers of the heavens” (ouranous, uranium) would be shaken. Then 
said He, we were to see the “Son of Man coming in a cloud with power 
and great glory”. | 7 
In his writings, the late eminent Christian esotericist, Rudolph 
Steiner; states that in the course of the twentieth century a special kind 
of relationship would be established between humanity and the Christ 
and that by the middle of the century, a point we have now reached, 
there would be individuals in the different parts of the world that would 
have had the experience of contacting His luminous Presence on the 
etheric plane. The implication of the statement is that in the second 


half of this century His manifestation would in some manner become a 
living experience, not only to isolated individuals, but to suffiicent num- 
bers who would rally to His side to enable Him to carry His redemptive 
work forward to its successful conclusion by securely anchoring here on 
earth the Kingdom of God according to the pattern as it exists in the 
heavens.. For the Christ, according to the Luke version, when referring 
to the tumult, terrors, wars and desolation that come with the end 
of the age or the closing of the cycle, that time in which we now live, 
declared that when “ye see these things coming to pass, know ye that the 
Kingdom of God is nigh”. 

It is a planetary Initiation that we are witnessing today. This is 
the glory side of the tragic world picture.

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CEREMONIALISM AND ITS PLACE IN INDIAN LIFE 


Tue ESOTERIC SIGNIFICANCE OF INDIAN Music 
l BY CORINNE HELINE 
VI 

In dealing with ceremonialism and its important role in Indian life, 
we naturally turn to the Pawnees, perhaps the supreme mystics of Indian 
lore. Their religion consists chiefly of prophecy and vision which are 
elaborated by means of the most impressive and ofttimes intricate cere- 
monials. 

The religious observances of the Pawnees center largely in their 
commemoration of the four sacred seasons, namely, the Spring and 
Autumn Equinoxes, the Winter and Summer Solstices. The general pat- 
tern of Arapahoe life seems to be attuned to the number four. It is the 
tribal belief that by means of these four seasonal observances, commu- 
nicaton is opened for the guidance of supernatural powers that in turn 
bestow health, wealth and long life upon their people. 

There were four tribes among the Pawnees. Each tribe has its own 
chief and four principal officers, termed Nahikuts, working directly un- 
der the supervision of the Chief. The social organizaton is also divided 
into four classes. * Next to the Chief in prominence are the priests who 
preside over the Ceremonies. Third in rank are the Medicine Men and 
warriors. Fourth, the masses of persons composing the tribes. 

There are many secret or occult societies among the tribes, each 
existing for the purpose of teaching various manifestations of super- 
. natural power. The secret societies of each tribe unite for the four 
grand seasonal Ceremonials. 

“Morning Star” is the principal masculine Deity and “Evening Star” 
the feminine goddess. These two preside over the four points of the 
heavens and the four sacred seasons. Humanity is the offspring of these. 
two Deities. There are also four lodges of lesser gods who are the. guar- 
dians of the Medicine Men, warriors, leaders of various degrees and of 
the people. 

= The ceremonial year of the Pawnee begins with the spring observ- 
ance when the sacred seed-corn is distributed with most elaborate rites. 
Every lodge or teepee has its own altar containing sacred relics, among ~ 
the most important being the corn seed received in the spring observance. 
Every home altar has its sacred bundle of corn which contains two ears, 
one dedicated to the masculine deity, “Morning Star’, and the other to 
_ the feminine deity, “Evening Star”. 

The spring festival, designated as the Morning Star ceremony, is 
perhaps the most elaborate and shows the Pawnees to be true devotees 
of ceremonialism. 
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Morning Star rules the eastern heavens. Accompanied by the sun 
and all the stars of the eastern heavens, he goes to woo Evening Star in 
the west, who sends her companion, the moon, and her attendant stars of 
the western skies to meet them. It is the symbolism of this celestial pro- 
cessional which constitutes the Spring Ceremonial Rite. 

The journey of Morning Star is fraught with ten grave perils. Five 
of the perils are difficulties of travel, and five the attacks of wild animals. 
Morning Star conquers each of these obstacles by means of music. The 
final test is the barring of his way by a large snake which he tames by his 
‘song. | 

‘This Ceremonial conceals the Path of Initiation into. the Mysteries. 
We have many times stated that the use of music as an aid in developing 
latent spiritual powers is a field as yet unexplored in the realms of music’s 
numerous uses. It is significant attestation to the vast wealth of Indian 
mysticism to note that their use of music for this purpose antedates so- 
called civilized history. 

The Morning Star Ceremonial lasts four days and nights (the inter- 
val of the Equinox), and sometimes an invisible chorus can be heard join- 
ing in the songs. 

The Harvest Ceremony (Autumnal Equinox) is celebrated. with 
vigils, rites, and sacrifices. The ceremonies are divided into two parts, 
one public for the masses, the other secret for the advanced few. It is 
in this way that the mysteries have always been commemorated. The 
sacred bundles previously referred to form an important part of the sea- 
sonal rites. An observance of the Harvest Ritual is termed “Making 
Mother Corn”. In this ritual two new ears of corn are placed within 
each famly’s sacred bundle as a sesame or good luck token for the fol- 
lowing year. | 

Both the music-and dances which accompanied the harvest observ- 
ance are beautifully symbolic, sometimes being prophetic of safety or dan- 
ger for the tribe in the coming year. Many of these autumn songs and 
dances are for the purpose of alleviating all fear of death. During these 
performances discarnate friends and relatives frequently appear before ` 
the worshippers. The discarnate take up the song in words like the fol- 
lowing: “I have returned—now you see me,” or “Remember, when we 
pass from the old earth, we pass to a new earth where we are now.” 
Another is “Yonder from whence I come, our relatives are walking.” 
Hence, it is not difficult to understand how close and intimate for the 
Indian is communion between the living and the dead. 

Ceremonialism represents the highest expression of the Indian’s 
spiritual emotion. 

The famous Sun Dance of the Pawnees is their sacred commemora- 
_ tion of the Winter and Summer Solstices.. The elaborate Sun Dance is 
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an expression of obedience to the spiritual impulses released at these times. 
In certain parts of this dance the participants form a circle moving from 
east to west in harmony with the movement of the sun. In another portion — 
of the ritual the women do a series of six dances and the men a series of 
six, thus commemorating the work of the six masculine and the six 
feminine signs of the zodiac. 

It is natural that the Indian, by reason.of his great love for and in- 
timate, continuous contact with nature, finds it easy to attune his high- 
est and most revered religious celebrations to nature's cosmic rhythms. 
His oneness with the beauty and harmony of nature is expressed with 
rare delicacy of feeling in the song: “As my eyes search the vastness of 
the prairie, I can feel the summer in the spring.” 

Only certain Initiates are eligible to go into the forest to search for 
the Sun Dance pole. Their every move, from dedication to the Quest 
until they return with the sacred tree, is deeply. and beautifully symbolic. 
The place of the ceremonial is circular in form, representative of the 
heavens, and in this enclosure the consecrated pole is set up. That part 
"of the ceremonial which is public begins with an imposing processional 
led by the priests, who chant a beautiful poetical ritual pregnant with 
a meaningful interpretation of the ceremonial. The priests are followed 
by dancers in appropriate costume. Their motions are graceful, stately, 
and dignified, and in complete harmony with the solemnity and impres- 
siveness of the occasion. The dancers always gaze unflinchingly into 
the heart of the sun, and by their poses symbolize a divine at-one-ment 
with that bright Presence. The secret Rites of the Solstices portray the 
process of bringing about the splendors of a new life. 

These seasonal observances constitute the most important phase of 
tribal life, and the conclusion of one is the signal for beginning prepara- 
tion for the next. | 

Even this brief survey shows what a glorious occult background lies 
behind Indian evilization. Their religion, their art, their way of life are 
but outer reflections of this rich heritage of spiritual truths.

-young nuns, Sister Margaret and Sister Scholastica. These young women 
are members of the Order of Good Endeavor and the motto of this Order 
is Work and Pray.

The story begns in Normandy, France, at the time of the invasion, 
1944. Sister Margaret and Sister Scholastica live in the Mother House 
of their Order, wherein is located a children’s hospital. They both 
pledge that if more than six hundred children who can not be evacuated 
_ are kept safe from harm they will go to America and found, in gratitude, 
a children’s hospital. i 

Opening scenes depict the arrival of the two nuns in New York, 
equipped only with their love and faith. The Good Book bears the 
promise that faith even as a grain of mustard seed, can remove mountains 
—a promise that finds literal fulfillment in this delightful story. 

The Sisters have seen a post card picture of a snow-covered hill 
painted by Amelia Potts, a well known American artist. This hill is in the 
environs of a New England village named Bethlehem, a fact which causes 
them to choose it for the accomplishment of their purpose. 

Full of confidence, they walk several miles from the railroad station 
in a heavy snow storm to find themselves, as if by a miracle, guided toa 
picturesque old stable which Amelia Potts has converted into her resi- 
dence studio. Touched by their appealing story she offers them hospi- 
tality and shelter for as long as they may need it. | 

The dawn of the next day sees the two Sisters on their coveted Hill- 
top which they dedicate to St. Jude, the patron of the impossible. As 
they name the hospital they are visualizing for him, they lovingly conceal 
a St. Jude medal deep in the cherished ground, 

The naive enthusiasm of the two nuns wins the interest and co-oper- 
ation of Bob Mason, a successful song writer whose beautiful estate an- 
joins their precious hill, and he volunteers the use of one of his cars. 

The Sisters entertain no doubt that the owner of the hill will do- 
nate it to them and their cause.The information that he is New Yorks 
most notorious racketeer does not deter them from setting out in their 
borrowed jeep for the Big City and Mr. Luigi Rossi. 


From this point the story unfolds most delightfully with their adven- 
tures in New York and with Mr. Rossi. They receive his rebuff so sweet- 
ly, giving him only their blessings in return, that he is filled with com- 
punction and questions them further. When he learns that they have 
come from Normandy where his only son lies in an unidentified grave, he 
tells them they may have the hill for their hospital on condition that the 
chapel contain a stained glass window in memory of his son. Thus one 
after another all obstacles are gradually overcome. _ | 

When they admit to their Bishop that they have written to eleven of 
their sister nuns in Normandy to join them in their work, he forbids their 
coming—but too late. The eleven arrive and take temporary shelter in 
the stable-studio of Amelia Potts. Now, however, the necessity for 
larger quarters is imperative. The following day a flat tire causes Sister 
Margaret to seek aid in the house on the opposite side of the hill, and- 
this house bears a For Sale sign. How she acquires it even though the 
price is thirty thousand dolars, and in opposition to the firm mandate of 
the “practical” Bishop; how she eventually wins the support and assist- 
ance of Bob Mason who has been bitterly opposed to having a children’s 
hospital “in his back yard,” demonstrates the verity and power of the 
faith motif that underles this entire story. | 

The manifestation principles of visualization and implicit confidence 
of this story are familiar to the great majority of occult and metaphysical 
students.
